DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required 
under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10 and 13, drawn to polypeptide and 
composition, classified in class 530, subclasses 300+. 

II. Claims 11-12, drawn to method of inhibiting growth of 



Groups I-II are comprised of multiple inventions which are 
the products or methods drawn to different and distinct 
sequences, chmically and structurally different from each other 
which do not render obvious each other and thus are patentably 
distinct. A pplicants must also elect a single invention which 
is the product or method drawn to one specific sequence to which 
the claims will be restricted. Note, this restriction to 
examination of a single sequence is due to the now very high and 
undue burden for examining more than one sequence which is 
caused by the continued exponential increase of size of the 
sequence databases to be searched for each sequence, resulting 
in a corresponding increase in computer search time and examiner 
time for reviewing the computer search results. Therefore, the

limited resources of the Office no longer permit examination of 
more than one sequence in an application. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of 
the following reasons: 

Inventions of Group I and Group II are related as product 
and process of use. The inventions can be shown to be distinct 
if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another 
materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can 
be used in a materially different process of using that product 
(MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the process for using 
the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product, as evidenced by the independent and distinct 
polypeptides in Group I. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by 
their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
